Unable to crawl through J 


hole because the car was block 
ing it, the wounded youth climbec 
atop the seven-foot wall, shouting 
for help.

As the East Berlin guards kept J 


firing, the youth got tangled in 
the barbed wire atop the., wall, 
then pitched forward and hit the 
sidewalk in the West Berlin dis- 
trict of Neukoelln, in the Ameri- 
can sector. 


A lone West Berlin policeman, 


on patrol near the scene, fired 
several shots into the East sector 
in an attempt to give the youth 
cover. The officer was slightly in-

splintered off the wall by the East 
German bullets. 


Angry West Berliners were held 


back from the wall by West Ber- 
lin police. Many shouted "Pigs!" 
and "Murderers!" as the East 
German guards pulled the ar- 
mored car out of the debris.

Discovery 
Significant 
in Cancer

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP)— 


There is a mysterious something 
in the laboratory flasks of Dr. 
Jorgen 
Fogh 
which 
somehow 


slows and inhibits the growth of 
human cancer cells. 


Remarkably, the substance does 


not interfere with human cells 
grown in laboratory flasks. 


Still 
more 
remarkable, 
it 


doesn't bother normal cells even 
when used 
in solutions 10,000 


times as strong as those which 
hamper cancer growth. 


Studies have continued to find 


out what the something is, and 
how it works, but it has eluded 
evaluation so far, Fogh told a 
meeting Wednesday of the Fed- 
eration of American Societies for 
Experimental ' Biology. 


Fogh came on the phenomenon 


while working with mixtures of 
colonies of cancer cells and nor- 
mal cells taken from humans. 
By mixing these colonies with a 
nutrient broth, Fogh, 
of New 


York's 
Sloan-Kettering Institute 


for Cancer Research, found the 
cancer-inhibiting fluid. 


Since then lie has tried seven 


different kinds of human cancel- 
cells— and in each case found that 
the inhibiting factor is produced. 


Further studies indicate that 


the mystery factor may enter the 
heart of the cancer cell, altering 
its life processes.

Storms Across 
the Nation 
Diminish

Storms diminished across the 


Midwest today after destructive 
tornadoes and damaging thunder 
storms ripped across areas in 111! 
nois, Indiana and Michigan. One 
person was killed, scores were in 
jured and property damage was 
expensive. Some 200 persons were 
made temporarily homeless. 


The hardest hit region was in 


the area of Kankakec, 111., a city 
of some 28,000 about 45 miles 
south of Chicago. A tornado cu 
a path 300 yards wide and 3 miles 
long, first striking on the edge o 
Kankakee and skipping into near 
by IJourbonnais and five othe 
communities. 
"''Bourbonnais, '• a.~community of.! 
3,335, suffered the heaviest prop- 
erty damage, estimated at $2 mil- 
lion by Leon Blandete, village 
president. Sandra Rivard, 24, was 
killed as she fled from her home 
with her three-month old daugh- 
ter. 


The infant and some 60 other 


persons in the area were injured, 
were forced from their wrecked 
and damaged homes. The storm 
caused extensive damage to build- 
ings on the campus of Olivet Col- 
lege. 


The twister 
moved 
eastward 


into 
northern 
Indiana, 
across 


northern Jasper County, injuring 
18 persons and causing an esti- 
mated $300,000 damage to prop- 
erty. Three of the injured were 
reported in critical condition. All 
of the injured live near Gifford, 
10 miles northeast of Rensselaer.

storms were reported in Monroe 
County, Mich., where electricity 
was cut off to about 1,000 homes. 
Tornadic winds hit near Cold- 
water, overturning a trailer and 
seriously injuring the only occU' 
pant, Asa E. Weaver, 86. 


The violent weather was caused 


by the clash of warm moist air 
from the Gulf and the cool air 
moving south from Canada. 


Near blizzard conditions were 


reported in Flagstaff, Ariz., with 
strong winds, snow, and tempera- 
tures in the 20s. The snow spread 
into parts of Utah, Idaho, Colo- 
rado and Wyoming. 


Light rain fell during the night 


anci early morning along a warm 
front from the Lower Great Lakes 
region to southern New England 
Generally fair weather prevailec 
in the Southeast, 
the northern 


Plains and the Upper Mississipp 
Valley. 


Outside the cold spots in the 


West, temperatures ranged Irom 
the 30s across northern area 
from the Rockies to the Midwes 
to the 40s along the North At 
lantic Coast states and the Padfi< 
Coast. Readings in the 70s ex 
tended from Texas northeastward 
into the Ohio Valley and in south- 
ern Florida. They were in the 60s 
in most of the middle and south- 
ern Atlantic Coast region, the 
Middle Mississippi Valley, central 
Plains and the southern Rockies.

WASHINGTON (AP)-In a di- 


rect challenge of President Ken- 
nedy's reassurances on Soviet 
troop withdrawals, Sen. Kenneth 
B. Keating charged today there 
has been "no substantial reduc- 
tion" of Soviet military forces in 
Cuba since mid-November. 


Keating, a New York Republi- 


can, said in a speech prepared 
for the American Society of News- 
paper Editors that he has infor- 
mation that new Soviet arrivals 
have about matched the depar- 
tures.

Kennedy, who will address the

Steel Price 
Change in 
Mop-up Stage

NEW YORK (AP)—The steel 


ndustry was in the mop-up stago 
today of its first successful drive 
for a significant price increase 
since 1958. 


All but a comparative handful 


of steel firms had posted mark- 
ups, 
mostly averaging three per 


cent or less, on a narrow range 
of big-tonnage products. The rear 
guard was falling in line rapidly. 


There was still no direct word 


on their actions from President 
Kennedy beyond qualified recogni» 
tion a week ago that some boosts 
probably were justifiable and a 
caution to stcelmen against going 
too far. 


However, the President kept in 


close touch throughout. He was 
expected to be drawn out on his 
views in an appearance Friday 
before the American Society ol 
Newspaper Editors. 


The character and handling of 


the 
pricing 
move 
contrasted 


markedly with an abortive effort 
a year ago or an across-the- 
board increase. 


It took eight days for the initial 


price rise, by Wheeling Steel 
Corp., to spread somewhat un- 
evenly through the industry. The 
pitched battle of April 1961 over 
across-the-board increases ended 
in a roll-back within 72 hours. 


The 
selective 
increases this 


year left some questions that di» 
vided close observers and might 
take a long time to answer con- 
clusively.

Pro Football 
Slams Door on 
Benched Stars

NEW YORK (AP)—Professional 


football on both sides of the bor- 
der slammed its doors today on 
two suspended stars of the Na- 
tional Football League and rallied 
behind NFL Commissioner Pete 
Rozelle in his smashing blow at 
gambling influences. 


A penitent Paul Hornung and an 


outraged Alex Karras, two of the 
sport's biggest names caught in 
the web of the latest sports scan- 
dal, apparently, were left with no 
recourse' except possible future 
forgiveness 
of the 
league—not 


earlier than 1964. 


The rival American League, 


battling the NFL for the spectator 
dollar, and ttie Canadian League, 
a refuge for ou^ed American 
players in the past, said they have 
no place for the two players ac- 
cused of wagering on games. 


"Under ho circumstances will 


they be permitted to play in the 
American Football League until 
their suspensions are lifted," Joe 
Fpss, commissioner of the AFL, 
said in a formal statement in Dal- 
las 
. Sidney Halter, commissioner of 
the Canadian League, said: "I 
would refuse to register any con- 
tract .submitted by a CFL club 
with a player suspended by an 
American league for betting on 
games." 


Hornung, halfback.and frequent 


scoring leader of the champion 
Green Bay Packers, and Karras, 
250-pound, tackle of the Detroit 
Lions, drew indefinite suspensions 
Wednesday in a_ sweeping action 
by Rozelle that also resulted in 
fines for five other Detroit players 
and a $4,000 penalty against the 
Detroit club., 


Hornung and Karras were ac- 


cused of making bets on games, 
usuaUy in the $50 to $200 range, 
oyer a period of years. The com- 
missioner said there was no evi- 
dence of 'any so-called "fixes." 
That is, they were not found to 
have bet ,against their own club, 
sold information to gamblers or 
Shaved points.

Not Mellow 
Even at 69

WASHINGTON (AP) — Premier 


Khrushchev 
is fil) today. 
Ho 


doesn't exactly mellow with age. 


But if he died tomorrow the 


West would have to say—but for 
the opposite reason — what Sir 
Winston Churchill said of .Stalin's 
death in 1953: that it was a "mile- 
stone in Russian history." 


Khrushchev is no Santa Claus. 


But he's a vast improvement over 
Stalin, a homicidal maniac. In 
short, there could be worse than 
Khrushchev as the West will real- 
ize with regret if his successor 
tries to turn the clock back. 


Stalin, 
with his bad judgment, 


risked world wars with the Korean 
conflict and the Berlin blockade. 
Khrushchev took chances, but tint 
like Stalin, with the Berlin wall 
and slipping missiles into Cuba. 


Khrushchev has done four things 


above all since Stalin's death 10 
years ago: 


1. He has given the Russian peo- 


ple a far better life than they have 
had since the Bolshevik revolution 
in 1917. They have more freedom, 
although far from full freedom. 
The terroristic secret police sys- 
tem has been subordinated. 


2. He has destroyed the Stalin 


myth by his 1956 denunciation of 
the old dictator. This not only had 
a liberating effect on Russian 
thinking but on communism in the 


', satellites and around the world. 
I 
3. By showing more reasonable- 


; ness than Stalin he has eased 


East-West tensions and .made war 
less likely, not necessarily be- 


cause lie wouldn't try it if ho 
thought he could win but because 
he realizes he might not. 


4. By trying to avoid w6r. 


through a policy less riskily ag- 
gressive than Stalin's, Khrushchp.v 
has precipitated a split with his 
Red Chinese allies. Such a spiit 
seemed inevitable eventually. He 
hastened it. 


While the freedom of the Rus- 


sian people is not complete — a 
good recent example is Khrush- 
chev's quarrels with writers and 
artists—they are becoming better 
educated every day._ With the ed- 
ucation comes thinking. 


With that comes critical examin^ 


alion of the Russian Communist 
party's 
leadership 
policies 
at 


homn ami abroad. Because in time 
this will affect the policies, it will 
make the leadership more respon- 
sive to the people's will. 


This could be reversed 
for a 


while—another Stalin would set it 
back—but the higher the intellec- 
tual level of the Russian people 
the more inevitable it seems the 
dictatorship in time must melt 
away. 


This doesn't mean a sudden 


burgeoning of the free enterprise 
system in Russia. But it does 
mean that in time the Russian 
people will have some form of 
democratic socialism. 


As for destroying the Stalin 


myth Khrushchev must have felt 
he had to do it for some obvious 
reasons.

In his pockets they found 


child's crayon drawing, much fold- 
ed and worn.

On it was written: "Please leave 


in my coat pocket. I want it to 
be buried with me." 


The 
drawing was 
signed 
in 


childish print by his blonde daugh- 
ter, Shirley Lee, who perished 
March 4 in a flash fire in their 
apartment. Her mother had died 
when she was 2. 


Lee was so grief stricken then 


that he asked total strangers to 
attend the services so Shirley 
would have "a nice funeral." He 
said he had no family to attend. 


Shortly after Shirley's funeral, 


Lee gave his 19-apartment build- 
ing, where the fire occurred, and 
a two-Hat building to the Lutheran 
Church of St. Philip, which Shirley 
attended. Several plaques in her 
memory 
were 
placed 
in 
the 


church and her school. 


Before Lee died in a North Side 


tavern he called the Chicago Daily 
News and told William F. Rooncy, 
assistant city editor, he had sent

MIAMI, Fla. (AP)—No bread is

The result, say some 
careful students of the situation, 
could be a black eye for Uncle 
Sam and painful embarrassment' 
before Latin America and

world. 


Miami has at least 150,000 Cu- 


ban refugees. Only a tiny percent- 
age of these is actively engaged 
in harassing the Cuban Commu- 
nist regime or attempting to fight 
it in various ways. But practically 
every adult Cuban in exile ferv- 
ently expresses the hope that Fi- 
del Castro will be. overthrown.. ,

signs now of, going through an 
agony of dying hope-, in the wake 
of 
U.S. crackdowns 
on 
raids 


against Cuba or ostensible supply 
missions to bolster underground 
anti-Castro .fighters on the island. 


Some will admit the armed at- 


tacks by exiles^ against the Castro 
regime—even the attack on a So- 
viet cargo ship March 18—were 
mere pinpricks against 
an en- 


trenched police state power. Many 
are willing to concede President 
Kennedy had good reasons for for- 
bidding such attacks, for being 
concerned about the threat of a 
monumental Soviet-American cri- 
sis which might result from them. 


The U.S. government says the 


attacks in reality provide Castro 
with additional excuses to crack 
down against internal Cuban re- 
sistance. Some Cuban exiles will 
admit even that may be true. 


But, 
up to a few weeks ago, 


at least, something was going on, 
they say—sudden raids against 
vastly superior forces; and gal- 
lantry of the David against the 
Goliath—the gestures of defiance. 
It was a way of letting off steam. 


Then the United States inter- 


vened. The exiiles' steam was bot- 
tled up. 


"There are too many disillusion- 


ments," said an anguished young 
Cuban. "The United States was 
with us and now it'•is'against us.
